Evansville, Ind., Ju n e 5.—F o r some 
m onths V alentine W eissm an of Raby- 
town Hill, a suburb, has been jealous 
of his wife, and he had frequent q u ar­ 
rels w ith her. He has been fined more 
th an once for w hipping h er because of 
his 
suspicions. 
M onday 
night 
her 
brothers passed the evening w ith them, 
and a fte r they had gone W eissm an p ar­ 
tially disrobed and w ent into the room 
w here his wife w as n ursing her child 
and told her he w as going to kill her. 
H e snatched the in fan t from her arm s 
and dashed it to the floor, seriously in ­ 
ju rin g it. T hen he w ent to the bureau 
an d got a razor. 
H is wife ran out of 
the house, b u t w as stopped by a high 
picket fence, and he caught her., W elsh­ 
m an im m ediately began to slash her 
w ith the razor, his wife fighting all the 
tim e for her life. 
H e cu t her in the 
th ro a t three tim es, several tim es in the 
face and then began hacking a t her 
bosom . In attem p tin g to cut off a hand 
he sexered an artery . In all he out her 
in 121 places. T he com ing of neighbors 
frightened him aw ay and the wom an re­ 
covered sufficiently to get her child and 
flee to a neighbor. She fainted on the 
w ay, and w as carried into the house 
and doctors called. 
W eissm an w as discovered on a fence 
naked. 
He had tied his shirt around 
his neck and to it was attach ed a piece 
of w ire th a t w as fastened to the limb 
of a tree. H e w as in the net of jum p­ 
ing from the fence when - *en. He had 
tried to cu t his th ro at wl i a razor. H is 
forehead w as severe V li aised, where 
he had tried to break his skull w ith a 
rock. In addition he had tried to drown 
him self In a pond. He w as brought to 
tow n, and his father-in-law . who saw 
him In a buggy w ith the officers, tried 
to shoot him, b u t w as prevented 
by 
friends. The wom an and child will prob­ 
ab ly die.

“They Hire a Lordly Admiral at $ 10,000 
a Year to Do the Work that a 
$ 1,000 Messenger Could Attend to 
In America—Rock County's Sheriff 
System Might Be Applied. 


L ondon, May 23—American visitors 
In the Houses of Parliament are known 
by the awe with which they regard 
'the archaic forms and figures of those 
‘bodies. 
To them the speaker in his 
-wig and gown is more for the moment 
th an a prime minister in sober broad 
cloth; the sergeant-at-arms “ wi-h his 
sword down by his side'’ ranks far be­ 
fore a prosaic secretary of state, and 
• messenger with the royal arms in 
‘brass on his waist coat, more than 
holds his own with an unadorned law 
officer of the crown. 
The stranger is 
more prone than the native, perhaps, 
to realize th at all these are constitu­ 
tional monuments—not mere history 
makers, but history itself, ancient and 
modern, abstract and concrete,—and 
he gives them corresponding weight. 
B at for choice give a stranger Black 
Bod.

TO RUN THE CITY 


ESTIM A TE MADE ON TH E TOW N 
FINANCES. 


School and Gas Funds W ill Have to 
Be Increased Heavily While All 
the Other Funds Are Running Short 
In 
a 
Lesser 
Degree—Licence 
Money Makes No Difference. 


It will in all probability, cost about 
19(5,000 to run the city of Janesville 
this y^ar and in this connection the 
communication of the board of educa­ 
tion, presented to the common coun­ 
cil on Monday evening asking th at 
$27,000 be raised by tax for the sup­ 
port of the school the coming year, is 
being discussed by tax payers of the 
city. 
The discussion is not confined 
to 
the 
sum 
asked 
for 
the 
support 
of 
the 
schools, 
but 
extends 
to 
all 
city 
de­ 
partm ents. 
People who are fam iliar 
w ith the affairs of the city are not 
harsh in their criticisms, but favor the 
raising of all the money required for 
an economical management of the 
schools and all city departm ents. The 
grow th of the city in recent years, 
as has been explained many tim es,has 
increased expenses, and the lim ita­ 
tions placed on the several funds have 
proved far too small to meet the in­ 
creased expanses. 
Now every fund in 
the city has overreached the lim it and 
is in debt. 
8cLools and L ights Cost M ore. 
The sciiool board ask for $27,000 
the coming year. 
Last year they got 
$18,000, the present demand beiog an 
increase of $9,000. 
No other fund, 
probably, will ask for anything like 
6nch an advance, unless it may be the 
gas fund. 
Last year there was raised 
$7,000 for this fund, but this was not 
sufficient to meet the demands, and 
after September there will undoubt­ 
edly be a still further increase, owing 
to the fact th at electric lights will be 
substituted for the oil lamps 
Chair­ 
man Smith, of the gas committee,says 
th at he has made an estimate, and 
thinks th at he can run the lights, 
with fifty additional 
lamps 
after 
Saptember, for $10,000, but a number 
of the aldermen, as well as many 
property holders, are clamoring for 
still more lights, which will still fur­ 
ther increase his estim ate, so th at it 
may reach $11,000. 
W ater rentals are also increasing. 
S tartirg in with a semi annual rental 
of $2,100, this has increased until 
now it is $2,800, and by December it 
will be still further increased, so it 
will reach quite $6,000 per annum. 
General t und Overdrawn. 
Fire departm ent expenses have in­ 
creased somewhat, the fund lim it be­ 
ing $7,000, while the expenses over­ 
reach th a t figure a thousand dollars 
or more. 
The general fund is limited to $10,- 
000, but is overdrawn several thou­ 
sand.
